1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/27/2002 has been 
considered and place in the filed. 



2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.SC 102(b) as being anticipated by Michelson 
(5,484,437). Michelson discloses an apparatus including a milling block (140), means 
(142) for firmly holding at least a portion of the milling block against at least one of the 
two adjacent vertebrae and a bone removal means (240 and 242). 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kuslich et al. 
(5,489,307). Kuslich et al. disclose an apparatus including a milling block (92), means 
(98) for firmly holding at least a portion of the milling block against at least one of the 
two adjacent vertebrae and a bone removal means (106, 126). 

Note: The introductory statement of intended use and all other functional 
statements have been carefully considered but are deemed not to impose any structural 
limitations on the claims distinguishable over the devices as disclosed in the references 
'437 & '307 which are capable of being used as claimed if one desires to do so.
